Sargent's invention was to rob the 
employes at the Mare Island navy 
yard of free suffrage in the election 
of 1871. These tape-worm tickets, so 
called, were voted at Vallejo by the 
navy yard employes, under pain of 
dismissal. Sargent's friends—John 
M-Coghan, candidate for congress 
in the third district of California, 
and M. J. Wright, candidate for as- 
semblyman—were in danger of de- 
feat, through their unpopularity with 
government employes. 
Effigy Sar- 


gent's intellect, which is sometimes 
underated by those who do not know 
him, was called upon to meet the 
emergency; and the result, was this 
tape-worm ticket, a contrivance per- 
haps unique in the history of popular 
suffrage—a ballot which it was phys- 
ically impossible for the voter to 
scratch, to paste, to fold or to reject 
without 
immediate detection and 


punishment.

worm ticket by Effigy Sargent, the 
California legislature passed a law 
prescribing a uniform ballot."

To play on the roof of a 
house on fire is to waste water; rain 
doea not put out a kitthen .fire. Be 
sure to play low; get the water near 
the fire, ar_d then you need not pour 
oat a river. A few gallons at the 
bottom of a fire will raise in clouds 
of steam when the fire is rising, and 
quench it. 


Even a heap of rubbish turns wa
